Government. 



The Premier, President of the Coun 
cil and Speaker Returned by 
Acclamation.

Nanaimo. 



The nomination of candidates for tho 
representation of the majority of the con- 
stituencies in tho provinos camo off yester- 
day, polling to take place on the 7th July. 
Por tho North and West Ridings of Yale tho 
nominations come off on the 27 th inst., vot- 
ing on July 11. The results, as far as.heard 
from, are that the Premier and Major Mut- 
tor have been roturnod by acclamation in 
Cowiohan-Alberni, and in Esquimalt Hon, 
C. E. Pooley, President of the Council, und 
Hon. U. W. Higgins, Speaker of the last 
house, havo gone in unopposed. Tho re- 
moteness of many of tho constituencies has 
prcvontod any communication from them 
being received, but latest advices presage 
very successful results for tho government 
candidates. Everywhere great interest has 
been taken in the proceedings and from this 
on that interest is certain to be on the in- 
crease. 

VICTORIA CUT. 

Candidates Nominated In tlio Capital for tho 
Approaching Provincial Elections. 

Tho nominations in tho city passed off 
very quietly yeatorduy. At noon the pro- 
clamation of the returning officer, Mr. Sher- 
iff McMillan, was read, and from that hour

After tho result had been formally de 
clared, 

Mr. John Doran was called to the chair 
and said that he had great pleasure in in 
troduoing the newly-elected members. He 
was sure thab tho district had benefited 
through their exertions in tho past, and he 
was equally sure that they meant to be as 
useful in the future. (Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Pooley being first called upon 
said chat he did not propose to make any 
extended remarkB. He would Bay, how- 
ever, that he felt thankful for his return by 
acclamation. No greater or more gracious 
compliment could havo boon paid him and 
his colleague, Mr. Higgins, with 
whom ho had always worked in 
harmony for tho advancement of this 
important district. Their unanimous 
seleotion was also a great compli- 
ment to the government of wlrich he was u 
member. (Cheers.) He could assure the 
electors that everything that could be done 
would bo done to advance their interests. 
He would always endeavor to retain the 
respect and confidence of the eleotors. which 
had just been shown in so marked and grati- 
fying a manner. Mr. Pooley then retired 
amid loud cheers. 

Hon. Mr. Higgins thanked the electors 
for the groat compliment they had paid him 
and Mr. Pooley. Personally, he would 
havo preferred a contest, for ho felt euro 
that such was the contidonco reposed by the 
oleotorB in the government that any oppo- 
sition would havo boon boaton out of sight. 
He believed that as a result of tho goueral 
oleations tho foul upirit of sectionalism, 
now so rifo in one or two dis- 
tricts on tho Mainland would bo "disowned" 
forever, and that the secession cry would 
bo heard no more after the 7th of 
July. No lover of this country would wish 
to soe the noble Province disrupted. 
(Cheers.) Esquimalt had waited long and 
pationtly for a change, and already ho fan- 
cied he could hoar the beat of the first re- 
turn wave of prospority on the shore. 
Matters were improving in the Old Country 
and tho influenco of the change thero must 
soon bo felt here. Regarding the British 
Pacific, ho could only say that any reason- 
able scheme would receive his entire sup- 
port and ho would do all in his power to 
further the interests of a movement of that 
kind, for it meant the buildiDg up of a vast 
area of country, the true inland empire of 
tho Provinoe — where millions of acres of 
land awaited the coming of a vast pop- 
ulation of hardy settlers. (Cheers.) 
As to separate schools ho was opposed to 
them now and ho would always. (Applause.) 
Esquimalt district was being rapidly Bottled 
up and ho and his colleague intended to do 
all in their power to improve the roads and 
extend tho educational facilities. Ho then 
referrod to the reosnt floods on the Fraser 
and said that any well considered Boheme of 
tho government for the systematic dyking 
of the lands of tho Fraser valley would meet 
with his hearty support (Cheers.) 

The chairman made a few happy remarks 
and the electors separated after passing 
votes of thanks to tho chair, the returning 
officer and the election olork, Mr. Riohard 
Phillips. 

BY ACCLAMATION. 

The Premier and Major Mutter Returned for 
Cowlchan-Albernl Without a Contest. 

Duncan, June 23. — (Special.)— The Hon. 
Theodore Davie and Major James Mitchell 
Mutter (government) wero elected by accla- 
mation to-day to represent Cowiohan-Alber- 
ni district in the new Provincial legislature. 

When the nomination opened at 12 noon 
the candidates were Hon. Theodore Davie, 
Major J. M. Mutter and Mr. Sutton; at 1 
o'clock the Roturning Officer announced that 
Mr. Sutton had withdrawn, and deolared 
Hon. Mr. Davie and Major Mutter eleoted 
by acclamation. 

A moeting was held after the nomination 
and election, about one hundred settlers 
being present and listening to addresses by 
the members elect, Major Mutter stating 
that ho would be a consistent supporter of 
the government so long ns they acted in the 
straightforward way they had in tho paBt 
He was thoroughly in accord with their 
policy, and considered the Premier ono of 
the ablest men he had ever met. Ho had 
no doubt of the prosperity of the country 
under his administration. 

The meeting broko up with three ringing 
cheers for tho members elect. 



NORTH VICTORIA. 

Mr. J. 1'. Booth and Captain Robertson the 
Candidates— Rousing Meeting at 
Mayne Island. 

Plumper Pass, Juno 23.— In North Vic- 
toria the candidates aro Mr. J. P. Booth, 
tho well-known representative of the dis- 
trict in the last house, and Captain Robert- 
son, of Moresby island. The proBpects aro 
that the former will be returned at the polls 
by a very largo majority. On Tuesday la6t 
Mr. Booth held a meeting at tho Mayne 
island schoolhouse, tho room boing crowded, 
and the enthusiasm which prevailed 
throughout tho mooting arguing well for tho 
succeis of tho government in the islands. 
Mr. R. G Grey made a capital chairman, 
und Captain Robertson was also prcsont to 
addresB tho meeting. 

Mr. Booth dealt principally with tho ad- 
ministrative and legislative policy of the 
government, briefly reviewing the political 
situation aa it affects this Province at the 
present day. Under tho Bjaven adminis- 
tration, which waB of a " shut-down " 
polioy, the demands of tho settlors for aid in 
the erection of schoolhousos, roads and 
wharves were ignored. He reminded the 
olectora of tho timo when tho application for 
a sohoolhouso in this locality was rejocted. 

A Voice— Yes, and he told us that if wo 
wanted our children to bo taught wo could 
send them down by row-boat to Su.lt Spring 
island, or the teaohor on that island could 
come up for three daya in tho week to teach 
thorn. 

Mr. Booth continued, directing attention 
to tho change in affairs to day ; the good 
roods, wharves and sohoolhouso recantly 
constructed; and tho educational facilities 
throughout tho Proviuoe are among tho 
beneficial rosults of tho policy pursued by 
the government. Admitting that a largo 
expenditure has been mado in these neces- 
sary publio works, tho Bpeakor proved that 
tho revonuo of tho Provinco aa compared 
with that of eight years ago haB grown 
greatly. At the conclusion of his remarks, 
he complotoly and satisfactorily refuted oil 
tho abBiird arguments put forward by his 
oppouout, and resumed his seat amid great 
applause. 

Captain RobortBon (who ovidontly intends 
fighting tho election on personalities) ex- 
plained that the reason he presented him- 



self in the first place 88 a candidato was be- 
cause, he was constantly boing robbed and 
plundered of his belongings at his island 
homo and had not succeeded in getting 
the extent of proteotion he felt ontitled to. 
In order to eeauro redress of his grievance 
he had decided to seek parliamentary hon- 
ors, and thus proteot his own interests. 
Beyond expressing himself as to railway 
grants and to the new parliament buildings, 
He has failed' in explaining to his 
conetituents the platform upou which he 
asks their votes.

Mr. Eberts and Mr. Carey the Only Candi- 
dates In the yield.

We 
are now in our swaddling clothes, and if we 
wanted to be a strong vigorous city we 
would have to support tho present govern- 
ment. 

Mayor Anderson said they had had a 
lively week, and- had the largost meeting on 
record in the Market hall. It was amusing 
to listen to the speakers. Mr. Sword, who 
haB been in the house, had not much to say 
against the government. Mr. Maxwell, who 
has not been in the house, made a violent 
attack on the government. This is worth 
noting, but the government cannot be so 
bad when our credit is so high. The Nakusp 
& Slocan road was again taken up. If the 
government scheme wae not a good one, let 
Bomebody suggest a better. 

A voice — •' Let them own the road." 

Mayor Anderson — All right, but I don't 
agree with you. They tried it in Australia. 
1 asked ono of the delegates about that. He 
said that the omploycs on the Australian 
roads got good pay and took their time, but 
alas none of tho roodB worn paying. 
(Cheers.) It was said that the Vancouver 
elebtors were treated like children by the 
government and nothing was done for us.

of those belonging to [the Liberal party, 
whose business interests aro at stake. In a 
division on tho clauses the government 
majority threatona to dwindle to 
live. Tho opposition do not 
expect absolutely to defeat the ministry, but 
rather aim to reduco their majority to tho 
minimum. Even if tho government should 
bo defeated, however, it would not imply 
resignation on their part. The boor and 
spirit clauses could be dropped and an in- 
crease made in tho income tax proposals 
sufficient to cover the deficit, and in the 
ovent of thoir defeat this will probably be 
done. The persistent rumors that Sir 
William Harcourt haa arranged with tho 
leaders of tho oppoaition to wind up tho 
session on certain terms aro veriest non- 
sense.

Grand Old Man either. Besides passing a 
most momentous budget. Sir William Har- 
court is now likely to succeed in getting the 
registration and evicted tenants bills 
through before the oloao of the aession. His 
retirement from the leadership of the Houae 
of Commons at the end of the aession is 
absolutely definite Tho cause of hia with- 
drawal is not poor health, for he lookB as 
vigorous as a man of forty, and his eyesight, 
which haa been bad, has of lato improved 
greatly. Thore ar. numberless con- 
fltctinc rumors aa to his reasons 
for determining to retire, but tho 
most probable reason is that he has become 
dissatisfied with his relations with his col- 
leagues. Ho wants supreme control,, and 
his imperious and hia oft-timea brusque 
mannors have frequently wounded the feel- 
ing] of his associates who assumed to advise 
him. He desires a dissolution of parliament 
immediately after the paBBage of the budget 
and the registration bills, His intimates 
assert that he is resolved to bring about a 
dissolution in accordance with his wishes, 
and declare that his intention to retire 
will be carried out if his colleagues 
do not agree to a dissolution in tho nutumn.

We havo formed tho opinion that 
Canada haa com» out of tho late depression 
better than any other part of tho world, 
und, therefore, haa advantages for us. Hav- 
ing immediate basinets in Ottawa and To- 
ronto wejdocidnd to come over and look out 
for the beat thiugB to be had, hoping that 
being the first in the field after tho depres- 
sion wo will reap the reward."

Tho p Tty now in power havo praolically held 
oillco tor ovoroloven yoara. Their polloy has 
been an indollnito ono on many of tho queations 
requiring consideration. At the last genoral 
election tho Opposition advocated reform in 
tho land laws of tho province and havo beon 
ablo to make some important chanpes. 

Tho privilege of allowing speculators and 
non rosidonts to tako up largo tracts of land 
has been taken away and tho lands aro now 
avallablu for actual settlers. 

By tho eilbrts of tho Opposition tho assess- 
ment of wild land has boon much improved; 
tho ad valorem principle of assessment accord- 
ing lo tho land value, Is now tho law. 

There aro two epaenli.il matters yot to bo car- 
ried out iu connection with tho encouraging of 
agriculture settlers. First, tho Bortoying of 
available landsifor such a Ipurpojo and giving 
tho necessary information by tho Lands and 
Works Dopartmont; second, tho makiog of 
roadK to such settlements, so that tho farmer 
may bo ablo to bring his produco to markot— 
Buch a policy as this must be adopted in order 
to develop and encourage tho tanning industry 
of our Province By so doing we shaU add 
much to our woalthand proaporlty. 

1'ho railway policy of tho Uovornmont has 
not boon a bualnesB-Hke ono. From lho timo of 
tho grant given to tho Esquimau & Nanaimo 
Hallway down to lho Nakuap & alocan deal, 
tho interca a of tho Province and tho welfare 
of tho people havo not beon well guirdod. On 
tho ono hand a corporation reculvei a large 
BubBldy nnd an immoiiBO tract of laud, freo 
from taxation for ova? : on tho othor, a private 
company ia subsidized by guaranteeing the 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road as well as in- 
terest on tho Bamo for twenty-five years. One 
cannot but come to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character 1b likoly to 
bring the oredit of tho Provinco into disre- 
pute 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo doplored ; 
but monopolies backed by Government aid anil 
Bupport are often tho moat dlilloult to over- 
co • e. Government aid to such an extent as 
haa been givon in tho instances reforrcd to 

grccludes othor roads from buing assisted or 
uilt. As an inBtanco of this wo recogniao tho 
dlfllculty tho British Pacific Railway will have 
In dealing with thoEsquimalt Sc Nanaimo Rill- 
way and its existing righta. Thus by tho action 
of tho presout Government in the past it looks 
as if tho province wero at tho mercy of ring- 
storaand monopolists who aro despoiling tho 
peoplo of thoir heritage 

I am opposod to tho executivousing its powor 
to mako largo appropriations of money by 
special warrant for roads, streets, bridges and 
public worka, without tlrsC aubmitting such to 
tho legiplaturo. Such a courao of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and 1b not in ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on imp'OVomontBand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. Tho lattor 
Impost pressoB doubly hard upon tho borrowor, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in tho in- 
ton'Bt and for tho advancement of tho provinco, 

Tho practlco followod on tne ovo of a genoral 
olection of promising aid to public works and 
Institutions by mombors of tho exe cutl vo should 
bo condemned, ob it is attempting to bribo tho 
electors with thoir own money. Tho Independ- 
ent electors should answer this by sending mon 
to tho Legislature who will do their utmost to 
romovo such minis tors from powor. 

During tho past four yoars legislation haa 
been brought about, chiefly by tho Opposition, 
In reforming tho achool Law. Tho rosidonts of 
tho cities havo now greator powor over tho man- 
agement of thoir sohoolB, and more Is yet desired 
in thlB particular. I shall uso my boat endoav- 
ora to bring this about, so that our bcIk oIb may 
bo frcoof all political influences. 

I havo alBO advocated further restriction on 
Chlnoso immigration and tho employment of 
Chinese by any company seeking charters or 
grant* from tho Legislature I havo advocated 
and si ill maintain that a clauso Bhould bo in- 
sorted in B.U bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent the employment of this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated tho nocepalty of em- 
ploying rosidonts of tho Provinco instead of 
non-residonts or foreigners in tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts lot by tho Government. 

It Is impo»slblo In an address of this kind to 
touch on all questions alFectiDg tho Provinco. 
I hopo, however, boforo long to havo tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho electors in publlo 
meeting, at which timo I will rofor to mattora 
more oxtonaively. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive in tho Local Legislature hab been accept- 
able to you, I again seok your votes and sup- 
port.

Mayor Teaijuo ami Premier Davie Sue. 
cessfal in Securing: Quaran- 
tine Kegulations 



Which Will Do Mncli to Prevent ln< 
traduction of Infectious 
Disease. 



Aa a result of the- energetic action taken 
by Mayor Teigue and Premier DiWe to ob 
vtato all posaibility of a return visitation of 
epidemic disease from tho Orient this year, 
instructions have been issued to Dr. Mac- 
naughton Jouea, the Dominion quarantine 
officer, to not only inspect but to thoroughly 
disiufeot and fumigate all steerage piBsen- 
gera and biggage arriving from China and 
Japan, before allowing inbound ships to 
pass Williams Head. These new and veiy 
desirable regulations were carried into 
effect for the first timo yesterday, upon the 
arrival from Yokohama and Hongkong of 
the steamship Sikh, Hying theM.P. Ss, 
Company's ttig. 

Tho enuctment of this now and addition- 
ally rigorous rule was not secured in a day, 
Mayor Teuguo having been in oorreBpood 
ence with tho Ottawa authorities, through 
Mr. Thomas Earle, M. P., over sinco the bo- 
ginning of Mirah. His lotters wtre aordi- 
ally endorsed and eneigotically supported 
by Premier Davie, buc affairs were not 
brought to an isauo until news of the fearful 
ravages of the Black Plague in Hongkong 
were received. Thon His Worship ad- 
dressed the following telegram to Mr. Enle, 
Premier Davie wiring to tho same effect at 
the same time : 

Victohia, Juno 13, IBM. 
To Tliomas Earle, M.P., Ottawa. 

Toll Minister that black ploguo rnRing In 
Hongkong. Ask him \o instruct Jouea to dis- 
infect ateorago passengers and baggage borore 
passing William Houd. Ho did not under- 
ttand my telegram. 

(3d.) JohnTkaoue, 
Mayor. 

The answer oame to hand tho very 
next day : 

OTTAWA, Juno U, 1S91. 
To I [is Worship the Mayor, Victoria. 

Minister sendB instructions to Jonoa to day to 
carry out your suggestions. 

(sd.) Thomas Earle. 

It was in pursuance of theso instructions 
that Capt. James Rowley of the Sikh was 
informed on hie arrival yestorday morning 
from China and Japan that beforo entering 
port he must take his vessel to the q uaran- 
tine station at William Head, thero to re 
thoroughly fumigated. After complying 
with this order, tne Sikh (which is an entire 
stranger to Victoria, being a substitute for 
the Mogul whose charter with the company 
expired on her last outward trip) came 
alongside the outer wharf shortly after noon. 
Her hatohes were at onoe thrown open, ex- 
posing a portion of an immense cargo of 
4 000 tons, principally this season's teas. 
Of this freight some 450 tons for San Fran- 
cisco were landed here. 

The pajBige over was an ordinary one- 
seven days fog and some very cold, bleak 
weather being the only disagreeable features. 
The time occupied was 13 days, 18 hours. 

In appearance there is little difference be- 
tween the Sikh and the Mogul. In speed 
the new corner has the advantage of about a 
knot an hour, but otherwise she is much tho 
same. She has only been five years in ser- 
vice, and has tho reputation of an excellent 
freighter, her passenger accommodation also 
affording all necessary modern conven- 
iences. With two exceptions the steamer's 
orew are, like the ship, entirely now to this 
port. Dr Freeman, the Mogul's physician, 
and Purser Charles Worth, also of tho 
Mogul, are the exceptions. There were 
1*2 saloon, 3 intermediate and 145 steer 
age pataougors inward, the list ot the first 
mentioned being : Dr, Dorebeok, of Hong 
kong ; J. A. Miller, G. W. Painty, M 
Shanks and Mr. and Mrs. G. Duff, Shanghai ; 
Mr. and Mrs. Bottenhim, Kobe : E. Man 
heimer", Lieut, A. Lakhtin, L. Stigen and 
H. Spiiss. Only Mr. Shanks left the ship 
here, the others being bound E..sfc. In th 
steerago there were 35 Chinamen and 20 
Japs for Victoria. The steamer will pro- 
ceed to Tacoma at daylight thia mornirg 

Speaking of the black death in the Orient, 
Captain Rowley says he thinks there is no 
cause for alarm on the part ot white people, 
as they are not exposed nor very susceptihlo 
to the disease. The four days prior to his 
departure from Hongkong it rained very 
heavily, a blessing of great importance to 
the reeidtnts who had of late been on short 
allowance of water. Besides filling tho 
city'B reservoirs, the shower is bulievod to 
have tnoroughly cleansed the sowerB, tho 
bad state of which was supposed to have 
been one of the chief causes of the prevailing 
plague in tho port. 

A late Koho paper contains tho following 
in :eg»rd to the prevailing plague : "From 
the l«. a- ft- vr received we regret to find 
lint Mm p'«gue iu Hongkong ia increasing 
rattier than diminishing in severity. The 
total for the 20 .h, 27th and 28th ultimo was 
00 new cises aud 70 deaths, and there were 
hopes that the dieiuoo waB showing eigns of 
diminishing. On the 29th, however, ,'i0new 
cased were reported and 25 deaths ; on tho 
30;h, 33 now caBes and 28 doathB ; on 
the ,'llat, 11 new ciBes and -IS deaths ; and 
on tho 1st of June, 59 new cases and 54 
deaths. Tho serious news is also published 
that an officer and threo soldiers ongaged 
in inspecting tho Blums have been attacked 
by tho plague, but whothor the unfortu- 
nato men belonged to tho English orladian 
regiments stationed in Hongkong is not 
stated. 

Tho Yokohama dailies of tho 9-hinst. , 
have the following in reforecca to the 
plaaui : 

"The following was issued by tho P.M. 
S.S. company thia morning: 'Notice — 
Owing to tho S.S. Peru having been 
placod in quarantine ot NagaBaki, her 
departure is indefinitely postponed. It is 
expected that she will leave Nngisaki on 
the 15th instant. Duo uotico of her depar- 
ture from hero will bo furnished later.' 
Tho Peru should havo sailod from this 
on tho 12th instant, but owing to a 
man having died on board en routo from 
Hongkong, Bhe was detained at Nagasaki 
for inspection, but was oxpeotod to leavo 
to day. Oil Thursday, however, annthor 
dcoth took placo on board, and the vessol 
will now have to undergo a week's quaran- 
tine there. The onnoyanco to business iB of 
course groat, but under the circumstauceb 
tho Japanoto authorities are cortainly justi- 
fied in taking ovory precaution to prevent 
tho dieoaso obtaining a foothold in thia coun- 
try. Had tho Hongkong oliioiuls taken the 
slightcbt precautions to prevent tho plague 
from entering tho colony, or evon to isolate 
tho first fow canes which occurred there, 
they would havo saved much mortality und 
expense. — Herald. 

" Though tho casos reported from day to 



dav prior to the departure of the last Hteamer 
Iro n Hrngkong do not show any substantial 
decease, an impression prevailed that, as 
Mr. Frauuia expressed it at a meeting of the 
sinitury board, rhey had at last goo a grip 
of tliB disease. It had beocmo apparent by 
the 20ih that the epidemic was due more to 
tho presence of wagon loads of dirt in the 
various houses than to noxious gases in the 
publio sewers, and surpriso was expressed 
that Buch a state of things as has been dis- 
closed could possibly have existed without 
detection, as well as that some outbreak of 
the kind had not oocurred before. The 
house to house visitation was still being car 
ried on regularly, one dootor from the Tung 
Wall hospital accompanying each party/' 
Advertiser. 



ACCIDENT TO THE BEN MORE. 

Decision of tho Board Absolving tho Pilot 
from all Blame in the Matter. 

The following ia the decision in full of tho 
Pilot board in cbo matter of the acoident to 
the ship Benniore on the night of Friday, 
tho 8.h instant : "The commissioners, bo- 
!ng the duly constituted and appointed 
pilotago authorities for tho oompulsory 
pilotage distriot of Victoria and Eaquimalt, 
in the Province of British Columbia, undor 
the revised statutes of tho Dominion cl 
Canada, 1886, but more particularly known 
as " The Pilotago Aat, 1873" (aa revised and 
consolidated), having made a most thorough 
investigation, extending over some 
ten days (and including four lengthy 
sessions ot tho board), into the 
causes attending the disaster, in the 
nature of 1 partial stranding : on MoLaugh- 
lin point to tho British ship Benmoro, 
Captain John Scott, on tho evening of 
Friday, Juno 8, 1894, whilst in charge of 
Samuel W. Buchnam, a duly licensed pilot 
of thiR district, and in process of transfer 
from Viotoria to tho adjoining harbor of 
Esquimalt with tho assistance of the steam 
tugs Hope and Velos, the weather und stato 
of tido at tho time of leaving tho mills 
being favorable for tho transfer of said 
vessel from one harbor to tho other, a dis- 
tance of only some four and ono half miles, 
are of opinion, after maturely weighing the 
evidence and making tho most searching in- 
quiry into tho causes, direot and collateral, 
that the pilot exercised ordinary skill and 
diligence in tho conduct of said vessel from 
the time of leaving tho mill wharf until 
reaching tho vicinity of the outor wharf 
when tho vessel was caught in a 
squall by the wind suddenly changing 
from a whole-Bail northeasterly wind to a 
moderate gale from tho southeast (a most 
exceptional thing to happen jin the month of 
June), and very shortly thoroaftor tho tug 
Hope becoming disabled created circum- 
stances by which the vessel drifted and 
Btranded at or near McLaughlin point— two 
unfortunate events for which tho pilot could 
not bo hold accountable. The board does 
therofore absolve him from any charge of 
culpable negligence, and exonerates him 
from blame in his capacity of pilot for the 
disaster that immediately ensued, and does 
hereby order that hie license be returned to 
him, but with an admonition to more olosely 
follow rules which are well uuderstood and 
whioh will be drafted for the better guid- 
ance of all the pilots of this distriot.

ONTARIO CROPS. 

Details of the Expectations as to Other Pro- 
ducts of the Province of Ontario. 

Toronto, Juno 23. — The following is a 
continuation of the report published yestor 
day as to the Ontario crops. 

Rye — There appears to be less and less of 
this cropjso wn[every year. Aa far as reported 
upon it cimo through the winter in good 
condition ; was favorably affeoted by the 
continued rains and now ia in excellent con 
dition, having made a very heavy growth. 

Peas — The continued rains did more dam 
ago to thia crop than to the other spring 
sown crops. As a consequence the yield 
will be a little short in quantity, but at 
present tho quality of the crop in general is 
all that could be desired. Tho reports from 
tho largest pea counties of the West aro 
quite favorable. 

Corn — In the southwest a considerable 
quantity had been (planted beforo the rain 
came and much of it had to be replanted. 
The crop over tho province ia backward, tho 
growth being checked by tho cool weather. 
Tho condition at present is hardly up to the 
average. From all parts of the province 
come reports of replanting, of late planting 
aud of Blow growth. The prospects are for 
a crop u little under the average in quantity. 

Buckwheat — At tho time ol writing farm- 
era were putting in their crops. Tho only 
report possible at this time is that an exten- 
sive acreage will be grown this year. 

Beans — Early planted boans, especially in 
g irdens, were cut off by lato frosts. Moat of 
tho crop nas been put in late. The acreage 
will thereforo probably bo bolow the aver- 
age. 

Timothy — Tho reports from all the coun- 
ties are in agreement that wo shall have a 
short hay cop this year. The okl meadows 
aro thin and backward, new meadowB only 
in Mr cendition, and the rapid growth now 
being made will not be suilijient to bring 
tho crop up to the average. The prospoots 
aro for a crop about two-thirds that of 92. 
Tho heavy crop of last yoar may bo respon- 
sible in part for the light growth of this year. 

Clover — This crop has Buffered moro than 
timothy. The crop promises to bo lower 
than tho avorage. Damage by insects is re- 
ported from a low counties. 

Roots and potatoes— Early planted pota- 
toes were inuoh injured hy frosts, and large 
quantities rotted on tho low lunds. Late 
planted potatoes aro coming well. The 
season ia now far enough advanced to report 
on the roots, as the sowing is later. 

Libir and wagos — The result of a large 
numlor of men seeking rural emplojmont in 
the Bpring and early summer is seen in the 
lowering of tho Bcale of wages. Tho aver- 
ai o anoui t piid monthly, with board, wis 
$16 48, compurcd with $17 07 in tho pre- 
vious year.

THE NOMINATIONS. 

The reader will find in another column an 
aooounfc of yesterday's nominations. It is 
certain that there have been four members 
returned by acclamation and there may be 
two more. Those ho returned include two 
ministers — the Promier and tho President 
of the Council— and also tho Speaker of the 
late Legislature, It is significant that tho 
elections by acclamation have been all on the 
Government side. There will be a contest 
in every city and riding in wbioh there is 
an Opposition candidate. Four members 
elected by acclamation is an auspicious be- 
ginning. This is a significant comment on 
the boasting in whioh the [Opposition havo 
been indulging for tho last month and more. 

The newB from tho various constituencies 
is most cheering. It is as near certain as 
anything in tho future oan be that the Gov- 
ernment will be well sustained, and it would 
not surprise us at all if its majority were 
overwhelming. As our readers know, we 
have not been giving thorn rose-oolored ac- 
counts of the prospectB of the Government. 
It was not easy to get news from many oon- 
Btitaenoies, and we did not care to express 
ouraelvea certain about matterB of wbioh we 
could not in the then state of tbo country 
know anything. Since communication has 
been re-established tbe news we have been 
receiving has been getting better and 
better, until now we feel oBsured 
that victory will be oh the side of the Gov- 
ernment. The people have refrained from 
giving the headless and polioylosB Opposi- 
tion their confidence. There iB, in truth, 
no one to confide in, and the taotics of the 
scattered brigade have not been such as to 
guin the reepeot of the constituencies. We 
believe that the Opposition has baen going 
down in the people's esteem for the last few 
weeks at a rapid rate, and if the descent 
continues until election day, as we believe it 
will, the Opposition will come out of the 
contest in very bad condition. They will be 
still in Opposition and fewer in numbers 
and less cloaely united than whon the fight 
began. The Government party have tho 
best roason to feol cheerful and hopoful. 
They have a good causa and a leader whom 
no opposition can daunt. Their candidates 
t.r6 plucky and discreet men who are carry- 
ing on the contest in a manner at once 
vigorous and judicious. They have only to 
continue as they have begun to win a Bplen- 
did victory. 

A SAMPLE. 

Ojr readers have heard that more than 
ono clergyman has taken tho stump in tho 
present political campaign. One of thorn, 
the Rev. Mr. Maxwell, addressed tho Van- 
couver meeting on Monday evening. Wo 
aro informed thatthoreverondgentleman hud 
his speech written out. It is fair to con- 
clude, therfore, that it was carefully pre- 
pared ; and as it was not published until 
four days after tho mooting was hold, it iB 
roasonablo to presume that everything that 
was regarded as an inaccuracy oither of 
stylo or statement won weeded out of tho 
composition. Aa our readers would no 
doubt like to Bee a specimen of clerical po- 
litical oratory we roproduco one of the intro- 
ductory paragraphs of what tho News-Ad- 
vertiser pronounces a " magnificent speech." 
Here it is : 

Gentlemen, you are further aware, aa I 
will Boon show, that Vancouver has on 
sovoral critical occasions made its deairea 
known. We have indicated to tho Govern- 
ment in no uncertain way what wo wanted 
them to do. We have told thorn emphatic- 
ally the lines of policy that we wanted them 
to pursue, but every time, yos, evory time, 
wo havo beon ignored. Wo were troated as 
if we wore nobodies; as if wo woro igporant 
childron. Nay — wo wero miejudged— and 
misinterpreted; our almost unanimous voioo 
was hold up to scorn and derision. We 
wero told that wo practically did not know 
what we were talking about, evory offort 
wna put forth to belittle us. The tabloa are 
turned. Tho kin« has come the beggar's 
way. Now tho Government want us to 
givo them our aupport. Now with honied 
worda— courtly phraBcs— and outrogoous 
promiaos they try to woo us to their 
aido. They practically Bay to us, whom 
thny have hithorto derided and deformed, 
" Will you walk into our parlor ?" Gentle- 
men, in the words of an old oomio song, 1 
answer their uolioitations, "Not for Joaoph." 
You can't catch us. You can't ooai us. 
Wo stand to night whero wo atood when 
you would not listen to ua, and now that 
you feel that our aBBistanco would bo help- 
ful to you in prolonging your autocratic 
power, I tell you straight you Bhall uovor 



get there. We are no better than we were 
whon you would not condescend to listen to 
ub and our ballots will be cast so aa to ex- 
press firmly our reprobation of your past 
conduot. What is Bauco for the ono will 
now be aauce for the otbor. Our mindo aro 
made up, our determination is made, and wo 
shall never, novcr, novor help to return a 
Government that has in every imaginable 
way attempted to load ua with .contempt. 
(Loud applause.) 

ThiB, it will be remembered, ia the pro- 
duction of a teaohor of Christianity and a 
gontloman who is supposed to have received 
a liberal oduoation. His Bpoeoh should 
therefore be in spirit and in style' a model 
for young laymen ambitioua of political dis- 
tinction. It is woll worth studying oloeely 
for it ought to ahow how Cbriatianity and 
learning oan remove tho asperities of poli- 
tical discussion and introduce into tho dic- 
tion of oven a stump speech both elegance 
and refinement. We aro told in a book 
with which Mr. Maxwell iB supposed to bo 
familiar, that "out of the fulness of the hoart 
tho mouth Bpeakoth ;" tho reader, thoroforo, 
who studies the abovo oxtraot from Mr. 
Maxwell's speech will be able to form a 
pretty correot estimate of the naturo of tho 
heart from which it proceeded. 

Those who dislike toaoe olergymon taking 
an aotivo part in politica will note from tho 
apooimen we have juat given of Mr. Max- 
well's political speech what devotion to 
politica and aeaooiution with a certain claaa 
of politicians do to iniprovo tho stylo, 
refine tho manners and strengthen tho logio 
of a teacher of religion, In faot a very 
great deal can bo learned from tho few lines 
of Mr. Maxwell's apeoch wbioh we havo 
taken tho liberty to reproduoe. 



[A WISE PROCEEDING. 

Wo aro greatly pleased to find that the 
contractor for tho Government buildings 
and the Btono-cuttera aro trying to settle 
tho dispute botween thorn by conciliation 
and arbitration. Who had the privilege of 
being present at the opening of tho Court of 
Conciliation, and if appearances go for any- 
thing ths oaso has been submitted to intel- 
ligent and sensible men whose solo doBire 
appears to be to do what is fair to both 
parties. It ia to bo regretted that some 
form of procedure haa not been drawn up 
for the guidance of the conciliators in 
making the necessary inquiries. As the 
present was the first case undor tho new law 
a good deal of time waa loat in getting the 
case properly before the court. But this 
diffioulty will hardly oacur again. 



A STRIKING CONTRAST. 

The contest in North Victoria ia botweon 
Mr. Booth, the representative of tho Islands 
in tho late Houbb, and Capt. Robertson 
The contrast between tho two mon ia moBt 
striking. Mr. Booth ia a moderate man, 
who expresses himself temperately and sen- 
sibly in diaouBsion. He waa one of the best 
working members in the last House. 
He never Bpoke unless he had a good 
reason for speaking, and what he 
said waa alwayB well worth hearing. He 
consequently gained tho reBpect of tho 
whole House, and wob almost as highly 
esteemed by his political opponents aa by 
his political frionds. Ho was besides most 
industrious and was always in his place 
when there was business to bo done. 

Mr. Robertson, on tho other hand, is 
rough and discourteous. Ho ia most intem- 
perate in tho expression of his opinions, and 
hia prejudicea are ao numerous and bo strong 
that ho does not give his reason and his in 
telligonce a chance to bo serviceable to him 
self or others. A woreo man for a place in 
a deliberative body it would be very diffi 
cult to find. Ho has, if tho accounts wo 
havo hoard are true, given tho inhabitants 
of the district a taste of his quality. His 
roughness and his discourtesy have disgust- 
ed all but the extreme partisans of the Op 
position in the district, and thorojs not tho 
slighteat chance of hia being ohoaon to rep- 
resent in tho Legislature tho electors of 
North Victoria, who do not admire a man 
who is remarkable for nothing but his boor, 
ishness. 



DESPICABLE AND DANGEROUS. 

We aro Borry to loarn that thoro ore per- 
sona in this community who do not think it 
bonoath them to eproad slanders by meana 
of anonymoua letters written iu a feigned 
hand. Nothing can bo more cowardly and 
moro mischievous than aiuh away of wreak 
ing spite. Tho attempt to destroy tho 
character of a person in thia way ia very 
properly regarded by tho law as a crime. It 
is, in fact, u crime more dangerous and 
mer.nor in evory way than thoft. Those 
who think that they oan with safety injure 
the reputation of persona whom they 
diBliko, or insult and annoy their 
neighbors by means of anonymous lottors, 
aro greatly mistaken. It is not so easy to 
dioguiso a handwriting ob many imagine 
and thero aro many little circumstanceo 
which tho letter writer does not notice 
which point him out bb tho cowardly 
olTonder. It is very seldom that he escapee 
suspicion, and if annonymoua letter writorB 
aro not moro frequently brought bofore tho 



courts than they are it is because tbe Injured 
or insulted persona dislike publicity. But 
tho guilty man or woman need not think 
that because no prosecution is instituted he 
or she is not known and despised.

A COUNCIL OF CONCILIATION. 



Mr. Adams and tue Striking; Stone- 
masons Trying to Settle Their 
.Differences Amicably. 



Evidence Taken ou Eotli Sides- 
Decision to Be Beached 
To morrow. 



The provisions of the labor bill passed at 
the last session of the legislature wero taken 
advantage of yesterday for the first time, 
when a council of conciliation representing 
Mr. Adams, tho contractor for the new pro- 
vincial buildings, and the striking stone- 
masons met to try and arrive at an amicable 
rettlemenc of the difficulties between them. 
The meeting took placo in the lioard of 
Trade rooms, whon Deputy-Commissioner 
A. B. Gray, through whose endeavors tho 
meeting had been brought about, explained 
what had already beon done in tho matter. 

Under the act, Andrew G. Hay, W. VV. 
Thomas and Robt. Sargent appeared as 
managers bofore tho council for the em- 
ployes, while Messrs. Spittlehouso, E C. 
Howell and A. Paterson aoted in a similar 
capaoity for Mr. Adams. Tho managers on 
each side had the ohoico of two mombors of 
tho council of conciliation, which consisted 
of four gentlemen, Messrs. John Bradon and 
John G. Brown (the choice of the stone- 
cutters), and Messrs. John T. Elford and 
William Smith, Mr. Adams' nominees. 

Mr. Gray opened the proceedings, n-miirk- 
ing that ho trusted the labors of the omin- 
cil of conciliation would result) in a sitii- 
factory solution of the diffioulty presented 
to them. Ho was present, he stated, only 
in his capacity as representing tho govern- 
ment, and would take no paro in tho ddlib 
orationB. Under tho Labor Conciliaiiou and 
Arbitration Act, ho oxplained, there rested 
upon the threo nianag:rH on oither side tho 
duty of laying their respective cases beforo 
the council. The managers had tho option 
of calliDg witnesses or of otherwise setting 
forth their respective views. The council, 
aftor having heard what is considered 
enough ovidenco, would confor togdther and 
endeavor to bring about an amicable settle- 
ment of the existing dispute One point 
would necessarily have to be arranged be- 
fore tho council could proceed to business, 
and that was tho nominution by each sido of 
an arbitrator, not necessarily to rofor to in 
case an amicable settlement was not arrivod 
bt,aa that was not compulsory, but in the 
event of a decision to refer to arbitration 
being mr.de. 

Mayor Teague was then nominated as ar- 
bitrator for tne employes and Mr. Charles 
Hayward for the employer. 

Mr. Gray was ohoBen chairman. Mr. E. 
Adams acted as secrotary and the regular 
business began. 

Mr. Gray road tho applications to him of 
both parties to tho dispute, asking for the 
refereuco to conciliation, the employes' ap- 
plication Botting out that the disputo or 
claim is as follows: 

" Mr. Adams charged Mr. Durst a certain 
amount for a stone accidentally broken by 
Mr. Durst, and declined to pay him his 
full wages within 2i hours of his being dis- 
charged. We contend that Mr. Ad»mshi»s 
co right to mike any deduction from a man's 
wages for breakage by accident " 

Mr, Adams' Btatement waa almost similar 
except that he claimed tho right to make 
deductions and that tho damage douo was 
the result of carelessness, not accident. 

Mr. Hay, representing tho managers on 
the employes' side, opened by stating that 
the men contended that Mr. Adams was not 
justified in discharging Durst, whilo the 
other side claimed tho contrary. Some dia- 
cuBBion followed as to the beBt way of pro- 
ceeding with the case and finally Mr. H*y 
said he would call witnesses to show that 
the custom was for the oontraotor, not for 
the workman, to lose whon a stone in cutting 
was spoiled. Ho read urtiole 15 of the 
union rules to the effect that if a workman 
was discharged or left work of his own 
accord he must be paid his wages after 2-4 
hourb' notice or the unionSafonecuttera must 
go out on strike. Durst had not boon paid 
and that waa the reason tho strike had been 
declared. 

B. Hastings, tho first witness called for 
the employes, stated that in all hia exper- 
ience ob a atonocutter, whethor as 
workman, contractor or foreman, ho 
had never known of a case whore 
a man was charged up with a Btono he had 
spoiled in cutting. He could not soy 
whether tho stone in question hud a defect 
in it beforo it was cut or not, but it was 
likely it had. It would be almost impossi- 
ble to detect it beforehand. The atone 
could have been finished as far M it had 
before such a defect was fouud. Bid tools 
might hftve also gaueed the crack ; it was 
tho contractors plaoe to provide tools, hut 
it was tho workman's place to ask to got 
hie toola sharpened if they got blunt. It 
would be carelessness if a man could got 
good tools but did not. A cortain amount 
of riek had to bo taken by a workman, how- 
over, to get hia work done in time. 

Mr. Howell claimed on behalf of Mr. 
Adams that payment must bo legitimately 
earned. If a man was to bo paid to pro- 
duce certain results and failed to do so, ho 
should not be paid. 

Mr. Hay on tho contrary asked Mr. 
Howoll, how it would bo if a girl wan work- 
ing a typewriter and tho machine broke — 
should she ho charged with tho breakage? 

Mr. Howoll — Tho caseB aro in no way 
parallel. 

Mr. Hastings' examination continued. 
He had beon in tho stone-cutting trade for 
13 yoars and hod had a great deal of experi- 
ence in various parts of the country. A 
strike would have beon declared anywhere 
else under tho samo oircumstances. 

Mr. Stowart, of Phillips & Stowort, was 
next examined. As a contractor, if a man 
broke a atono it was never doduoted from 
his pay, he stated. Ho had never known it 
done in the case of a man working by tho 
day. In piece work tho rule was somewhat 
different, for then tho man lost his time, 
but evsn then ho was not charged with the 
stone. 

Jacob Durst, the workman who broke tho 
stonn, testified that ho had, aa soon as he 
found the crack, told the foreman. Tho 
tools ho had to use wero poor, aa they were 
too heavy for tho work. Thoro had been 
other accidents to stoneB at the work, but 
he did not know whethor anyono had paid 
for accidents or not. The crack could have 
boon in the stono before ho worked it and 
he not see it. Ho hud kicked about hia 
toola as too heavy. 

A granite cutter named Flemming gavo 
evidence to the effect that he had never 
known a man dockod for spoiling ft stone 
when working by the day. 

W. W. Thomas, in charge of tho Rronite 
workers on tho contract, stated that Durao 
had complained to him about his tools and 



the matter had been brought before the 
foreman, Mr. Spittlehouso. The toola were 
in giod condition, but not the beet for tho 
work. Had said when the stono waB broken 
that it was the result of " damned careless- 
ness." Did not think there could havo been 
a crack in the stone beforo it was worked. 

Mr. Spittlehouso, the foreman, had known 
of caeeB where pay was Btopped for spoiling 
atones. In fact as a contractor he had done 
so himself. He thought tho present dam- 
age due to carelessness, aa the tools were 
in good order and sharp enough for the 
work. There was no law in the union con- 
stitution to prevent a man having his pay 
stopped for spoiling a tt>ne. 

Mr. Adams, tho contractor on the build- 
ings, had beon 3y years a atoneoutter. Had 
known oases where men had thoir pay 
stopped for breaking a Btono. Had in tho 
old country even seen the men themselves 
put on a fine for carelessness. There had 
been other accidents at the buildings and 
ho had been paid to a cortain extent for 
other damage done. 

Kobert Sargont, for 19 years a stone- 
cutter, had never heard of a man having to 
pay for spoiling a stone. Had not known 
of men paying for spoiling stone on tho 
present contract. Had known Durst for 
four years, and know him. as a very careful 
workman. 

Tho council of conciliation, after tho evi- 
dence was all in, consulted together in pri- 
vate and finally adjourned till o'olock to- 
morrow, when it ia expected an amioablo 
settlement will ba arrived at.

Seeking Admission to a Jesuit Collcgo and 
What Caino of It. 
A year and a half ago Miss Licla Roup 
McCabe, tho brilliant young newspaper 
woman, asked to bo admitted to attend 
tho lectures on moral philosophy in St. 
Xavier's Jesuit college, New York city. 
Tho lecturer is Father Halpiu, a pro- 
found scholar and one of tho most noted 
logicians among tho Catholic professors 
of America. Professor Halpin did not 
know about it. Ho had no objection por- 
fonally, but would have to consult high- 
er authorities than his own. At last it 
Was agreed that Miss McCabo herself 
should call on Archbishop Corrigaii and 
obtain his permission to listen to tho 
lectures. She did this. Miss McCabo is 
eloquent of tonguo as well as of pen. It 
required only a littlo talk on her part 
to convince tho archbishop that she was 
thoroughly in earnest, that her mind 
was capable of grasping tho lectures at 
tho college, and lastly that it could do 
no possible harm for her to go to the 
lecture room and sit quietly listening. 
Sho would uot bo a woman then and 
there, but a student. Sho followed the 
course that winter with tho approval of 
tho professor and with profit to herself. 
Toward tho end of tho college year moro 
ladies joined tho class. If it was well 
to admit one woman, it would bo better 
to admit still more. The permission ex- 
tended was not withdrawn in tho fall 
of 1803, and the ladies, young and old, 
crowded to hoar Father Halpiu 's power- 
ful lectures on mental and moral sci- 
ence. At this time thero aro no less 
ihan 500 women taking tho full course. 
They cannot have certificates or diplo- 
mas, but they can get tho instruction. 
Sineo then Father Doonan, professor of 
moral philosophy in tho Jesuit collego 
of Boston, has likewise opened his courso 
of instruction to women. Bishop Keano 
of the now Catholic university of Wash- 
ington informed Miss McCabo in an in- 
terview that ho was in'favor of throw- 
ing open every door of learning in that 
institution to women on tho same terms 
as to men, but finances would not per- 
mit it at present. Just so; just so it al- 
ways was. Provido for men first and let 
tho women go without. 

It is not becauso women wish to be- 
como "mannish" that they aro practic- 
ing gymnastic exercises and going in 
for physical culture. It is a woman's 
duty as it is a man's to perfect hersolf 
physically. Thero is nothing admirable 
in weakness of any kind; The only thing 
that is admirable is strength — strength 
of mind and body. 

A recent private letter from Mrs. Lou- 
lio M. Gordon of Atlanta says: "We aro 
so anxious to develop tho talents of our 
southern girls and women, for they aro 
artistic, talented and practical, with all 
their sentiment. Wo feel suro that our 
exposition hero will tempt them to do 
their best. Oar women aro very timid 
about going beforo tho world, for men 
have objected to it, but it is beginning 
to bo different. Our men and women 
begin to realize that God given talents 
should bo used to win bread as well as 
to bring delight. " Right you aro, Mrs. 
Gordon. Southern girls and women aro 
among tho most gifted and successful 
breadwinners in New York city. 

Mrs. Loulio M. Gordon is a member 
of tho mayor's reception committee for 
entertaining tho International Lcaguo 
of Press Clubs during its visit to Atlauta. 

More women voted than ever beforo 
in tho municipal elections in Kansas 
this spring, and the vote of tho Colorado 
women was heavier than had been ex- 
pected. This does not look as if women 
did not want to vote. 

Mrs. Mary H. Eccles is a druggist of 
Brooklyn who protested to tho excise 
board against any more saloons being 
established close to her store. Ouo sym- 
pathizes with Mrs. Eccles. 

The more independent financially of 
men women become, tho moro tliej- will 
love them for themselves alone. 

The admirable woman's department 
of tho admirable Rural New Yorker has 
a new editor, Miss Bertha Goss, a young 
newspaper woman with a promising ca- 
reer before her. I congratulate both Tho 
RcJul and Miss Goss. 

It is amusing to sco what subterfuges 
men aro reduced to in order to deprive 
women of their rights as citizens. Miss 
Mary E. Farson, a Chicago school prin- 
cipal, presented her name for jury duty 
to ono of the courts. Tho judge, a Mr. 
Burke, "excused" her from serving 
when she did not ask to be excused. 
Thus he shuffled around tho square up 
and down issue of whether a woman is a 
citizen or not. It is laid down as a prin 
ciplo by some of the best lawyers in 
America that a woman is eligible for 
any office or appointment under the laws 
of the United States, although special 
laws may bo required to enable her to 
vote. This principle has never been suc- 
cessfully refuted. It would bo an excel- 
lent thing if women did serve as jury- 
men in cases where their own sex aro 
concerned, and there is nowhere so much 
need of it as in cases involving; the rela- 
tions of men and women. Men always 
stand together and protect one another. 
It is time for women to do tho same. 

What shall an untrained girl do to 
earn her living? Get training of some 
kind as quickly as possible. 

Captain Seth Barclay of tho sloop 
Marion broke his leg out at soil. A 
heavy squall was on at tho time, which 
knocked down his daughter Sadie, a rod 
cheeked girl of 18, who was with him 
on tho trip, and sprained her right arm. 
Captain Barclay was a clam fisher. Miss 
Barclay helped her father to his cabin 
and then sailed tho sloop to port alono 
With her right arm in a sling. Sho 
managed to navigate the craft to its 
destination, 20 miles away, in the midst 
of a furious wind. Unaided, she dropped 
anchor in the mouth of tho Connecticut 
river, and then with only ono arm and 
hand sculled a little boat into Middle- 
town to sell her load of clams and get a 
doctor for her father. We ought to havo 
medals awarded by congress for such 
bravery and skill.

Kecent Awards at tin- National Academy of 
Design In New YovU— Miss Clara McChes- 
ney, miss Edith Mitchell and Mrs. J.

Tho women havo scored another tri- 
umph. This timo it is in tho art field, 
and at tho staid, conservative National 
Academy of Design in New York. Nev- 
er beforo in tho long history of that dig- 
nified institution has a woman been 
awarded ono of tho Hallgarton prizes. 
At this spring exhibition women capture 
two out of tho three. Taking those with 
tho Dodge prize, thrco out of tho five 
awards fall to women. 

This is especially significant owing 
to tho fact that a much larger percent- 
ago of men thiui women aro exhibitors. 

The Norman W. Dodgo prize of !?300 
for the best picture painted in the Unit- 
ed States by a woman is awarded to 
Miss Clara T. McChesney for her pie-

Miss McChesney is a tall, fair, Titian 
haired California girl, with no ond of 
energy, perseverance and a largo capac 
ity for hard work. When a student in 
San Francisco, she used to send pictures 
to tho eastern exhibitions which were 
accepted and hung. Back in 1 880 two 
pictures of hers which attracted somo 
attention in tho New York Water Color 
society's exhibition wero "A Street Cor 
ner In Chinatown, San Francisco," and 
"Entrauco to a Josshouso In China 
town. ' ' 

Four years ago .Miss McChesney came 
to New York and studied. Sho spent 
her vacations in London, Paris and Hoi 
laud, loving tho latter place rather bet 
ter than all, as her pictures show. This 
year sho will go to tho north of Franco 
and will doubtless mako somo good 
studies among t he picturesque peasantry 
there. 

Miss McChesney lias for somo timo 
been regarded among tho Now York art- 
ists as one of tho "strong" ones. Her 
handling of a subject has always a cer- 
tain boldness, confidence, dash and 
breadth which somo men aro pleased to 
call "masculine, " but which now in art 
has become a misnomer. 

A pretty good joko on tho Society of 
American Artists is tho fact that they 
rejected Miss McChesney's prizo picturo 
last year. But juries cannot bo expected 
to bo infallible. 

Miss McChesney's studio is a large, 
roomy one. Musieales and dainty littlo 
teas aro frequently discussed within its 
walls. 

Miss Edith Mitchell, winner of tho 
second Hallgarton prine, which is for 
one of tho best three pictures in oil col- 
ors by an American citizen tinder 35 
years of age, is a New Yorker who 
studied first at tho Art Students' league. 
Sho afterward went to Paris and attend- 
ed the Julien academy, her teachers be- 
ing Bougnereau, Robert Floury and for 
a short timo Gustavo Courtois. 

Miss Mitchell first exhibited iu New 
York iu 188-1, when a "Study of Roses" 
was hung in the autumn academy. This 
was followed by flower pictures, por- 
traits and landscapes at intervals. 

"Hagar, " tho prize painting, repre- 
sents tho unfortunate mother at the mo- 
ment when she has laid the wasted form 
of the child upon tho ground in the wil- 
derness, and with arm:! stretched de- 
spairingly toward heaven prays God 
that sho may not see it die.

when she began to put in tho littlo fig- 
ures, they concluded sho did havo somo 
talent of her own. Strangely enough, 
tho prizo picturo is her first painting of 
a largo figure. It is about lifo sizo and 
is admirably drawn and modeled. Her 
other figures havo been only a few inches 
tall. 

Tho picturo is called "That Difficult 
Word' ' and represents a girl of about 13 
years sitting by a tablo beforo a win- 
dow, with her finger upon tho open page 
of a book. Tho pretty face is in profile 
and the figure mostly in shadow. 

In somo ways it is rather trying to bo 
tho sponsoof a noted individual in your 
own lino' of work. Mrs. Murphy, by hor 
independent departure iu a different 
field of art, has demonstrated thftt sho 
no longer shines by reflected glory.

CRIMINAL LIBEL. 

To the Editor :— Tho recent trial and 
conviotion of a medical man at thu assizes on 
a charge of criminal libel, suggests a timely 
and wholesome warning to those who might 
bo disposed to resort to tho methods pur- 
sued by tho defendant lately sentenced by 
Mr. Justice CreaBo.

To the Editor : —The water supply at 
my house, 58 Dallas road, is filthy. Can 
anything be dono to have it improved 1 Ic 
doos no good to apply to tho city council or 
tho water department.
